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Local man jailed after court hears... 

Barry social worker 
kept prisoner in flat 


A YOUNG social worker 
was terrified when a man 
held him prisoner in his flat 
for more than an hour, 
Cardiff Crown Court has 
heard. 

Shane Goring (36) threatened 
20-year-old James Ford with a 
bottle and refused to let him leave. 

Goring of Holton Road, Barry, 
was jailed for two years, after 
pleading guilty to a charge of false 
imprisonment. 

Judge Paul Thomas told Goring 
“this is, on any view, a very seri¬ 
ous matter. 

“Carers like Mr Ford must be 
protected and that message must 
go out.” 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg said that 
on November 16, Mr Ford went to 
Goring’s flat. He was his carer and 
was aware that Goring had mental 
health problems, and drank heavi- 

ly-

When he arrived, he found 
Goring unusually drunk and 
aggressive. At one point, Goring 
produced a razor and said he want¬ 
ed to harm himself. 

He then locked the front door. 

Mr Ford became frightened and 
said he wanted to leave, but 
Goring told him: “You are not 
going anywhere. You are staying 
here.” 

Goring then picked up a wine 
bottle and brandished it over Mr 
Ford. 

Mr Ford then called a colleague 
Jill Lewis and she heard Goring 
say: “I’m going to do you, you’re 
not going anywhere.” 

The police were then called. 

Goring kept Mr Ford in the flat 
for more than an hour. 

Fortunately, said Mr Trigg, Mr 


Ford managed to unlock the door 
and fled. Ms Lewis said she had 
been affected by the ordeal and 
spoke of the vulnerability and 
risks carers have to face. 

Goring later said he had drunk 
four litres of wine that day and had 
“gone off the rails”. 

He was said to have convictions 
for threatening to cause damage, 
being drunk and disorderly, affray, 
and robbery. 

His counsel, Ruth Smith, said: 
“His motivation was loneliness 
and he simply didn’t want his 
carer to leave. 

“His alcohol problems are long¬ 
standing and he’s been drinking 
since the age of 14. Alcohol made 
him unable to control himself. 

“He is adamant he would never 
have hurt Mr Ford.” 

She said Goring cannot exist in 
society without help. 

While in custody, she added, he 
had self-harmed himself. 


‘Stop boy racers, now!’ 

says Waterfront resident 


A MAN who lives at 
the Waterfront in 
Barry is campaign¬ 
ing to stop the men¬ 
ace of boy racers 
who, he claims, are 
making people’s 
lives a misery. 

Mr Dave Aspinall told 
The GEM that the noise 
generated by boy racers 
who congregate in the 
car parking bays in front 
of the dock is unbearable. 

“Every night of the 
week we can hear very

loud revving engines and 
loud beat music. The 
sleep deprivation people 
suffer is terrible. 

“When they drive off, 
you can hear the screech¬ 
ing of types. 

“If you try and tackle 
these people, they are 
very intimidating and 
you get mouthfuls of 
abuse.” 

Mr Aspinall felt so 
frustrated at the behav¬ 
iour that he began a peti¬ 


tion earlier this year. 

“I went round the 
estate, knocking on doors 
and asking people how 
they felt, and collected 
more than 30 names. 

“My partner also put 
flyers through people’s 
front doors and about 15 
people turned up to a 
PACT meeting to address 
the problem.” 

The issue is now a 
PACT priority in the 
Buttrills and Castleland 
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wards. Mr Aspinall says 
two measures might help 
to solve the problem, but 
both have stumbling 
blocks. 

He says it would help 
if the road and parking 
area, where the racers 
congregate in the 
evenings, was closed 
overnight, but the high¬ 
ways department has told 
him it is a public road 
and that it can’t be 
closed. 

Preventing people 
from making a noise with 
customised exhausts 
would also help, but Mr 
Aspinall understands it is 
not illegal to get a new 
exhaust fitted on a car, as 
long as it is sealed cor¬ 
rectly. 

He remains deter¬ 
mined to see something 
done and added: “There 
are hardworking people 
here and they don’t need 
this in the evenings.” 

Castleland councillor, 
Chris Elmore, acknowl¬ 
edged Mr Aspinall’s con¬ 
cerns. 

“I am aware of the on 
going problems that resi¬ 
dents are facing and I, 
with the support of resi¬ 
dents, the Buttrills’ coun¬ 
cillors and the Castleland 
Communities First team, 
have now held three pub¬ 
lic meetings with resi¬ 
dents, police, the high¬ 
way authority and PACT 
Chairs from across the 
Barry area.”

Furnace shock for Vale 


I ANOTHER GEM EXCLUSIVE | 


DUBIOUS Dutch 
tycoon Pieter Van 
Bleuw has emerged 
as the man behind 
a highly controver¬ 
sial plan by a 
Brussels-backed 
European power 
consortium to build 
a large industrial 
smelting plant on 
the Welsh heritage 
coast, overlooking 
towns and villages 
in the Vale. 

If the multi-million 
pound project goes 
ahead, the consortium 
insists that the coke¬ 
burning blast furnace, 
featuring a steel tubu¬ 
lar ‘chimney’, emitting 
noxious gases into the 
atmosphere, will pres¬ 
ent “very little risk to 
human health or the 
environment ”. 

The mind-boggling 
scheme will also see a 
huge industrial jetty 
and ore storage yard 
built on the beach at 
Llantwit Major or 
Ogmore-by-Sea. 

There, coke will be 
unloaded around the 
clock from a fleet of 
foreign cargo vessels 


and transported on 
massive 10-ton trucks 
trundling day and 
night through the lanes 
to feed the hungry fur¬ 
nace at the as yet 
unidentified site. 

On the telephone 
from his head offices in 
the dockland area of 
Amsterdam today, Van 
Bleuw (who is well 
known to regular read¬ 
ers of The GEM) 
insisted that the plant 
with its 60ft tower - 
specially designed in 
the shape of a giant 
daffodil - will “ blend 
in very sensitively with 
your lovely Welsh coun¬ 
tryside” and become a 
major tourist attrac¬ 
tion, like the famous 
‘Angel of the North’ 
sculpture in northern 
England. 

That, though, will 
do little to reassure 
outraged local resi¬ 
dents and ‘green’ cam¬ 
paigners. 

Van Bleuw claimed 
today that his new 
project had the full 
support of Germany, 
France and his native 
Holland “at the highest 


government level ” and 
he was confident it 
would be “forced 
through ” the European 
Parliament in Brussels, 
over-riding any objec¬ 
tions from council 
planners, or the Welsh 
Assembly and British 
governments. 

“Any opposition, at 
local or national level, 
is pointless. This smelt¬ 
ing plant is in the best 
interests of a Greater 
Europe, as well as your 
own economy, provid¬ 
ing jobs to help bring it 
out of recession,” he 
warned today. 

“It will go ahead, 
whether people there 
like it or not. This time, 
you cannot afford to be 
insular ]” 

(Long standing 
GEM readers will 
know that Van Bleuw 
was referring to the 
time he wrote to us - 
coincidentally 10 years 
ago to the day- after 
plans by Waitrose for a 
modern food store on 
the cattle market site 
in Cowbridge failed, 
following fierce 
protests led by the 


‘Keep Cowbridge 
Special’ group). 

“I still follow the 
news closely through 
The GEM on-line and I 
see that they now have 
a Tesco store in the 
middle of the High 
Street - and that mean¬ 
while, after all this 
time, the cattle market 
site is still undeveloped! 

“Perhaps I should 
again consider moving 
my operations to 
Cowbridge, to be near 
my new venture !” 

As The GEM exclu¬ 
sively revealed at the 
time, the tycoon built 
his immense fortune 
through a seedy blue 
movie-making empire 
on the Continent. 

After Waitrose with¬ 
drew from Cowbridge 
and went to Barry 
instead, he offered to 
relocate to film studios 
on the cattle market 
site and recruit Vale 
actors to “get all your 
unemployed people off 
the streets ”. 

Does that plan still 
stand today? “Ah, this 
I cannot say!” he 
replied mysteriously. 

Local residents, 
though, will not be 
fooled!

er put a screwdriver 
to the neck of a taxi 
driver seconds 
before robbing him 
of his takings. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that Scott Winder 
(22) had drunk 15 pints 
of lager, four bottles of 
strong cider and six shots 
of spirits before getting 
into the taxi. 

Winder of Fort Road, 
Penarth was jailed for 
two and a half years. 

He had been found 
guilty of a charge of rob¬ 
bery. 

Judge Paul Thomas 
said: “Lots of people do 
stupid things and often 
they are not serious, but 
this was.” 

He said he could not 
accept that there was any 
remorse because Winder 
had pleaded not guilty 
and “fought the matter all 
the way”. 

The courts, he said, 
had to protect vulnerable 
people such as taxi driv¬ 
ers. 

Prosecutor Nuhu 
Gobir said that in the

A council spokesper¬ 
son said: “The defen¬ 
dants had failed to hon¬ 
our the terms of the sus¬ 
pended sentences and 
were summonsed to 
appear before the magis¬ 
trates on March 15, to 
answer why they had 
failed to comply with the 
orders. 

“Every opportunity 
was given to each defen¬ 
dant to appear before the 
magistrates to state their 


reasons for non-pay¬ 
ment. As they failed to 
attend the court hearing, 
the magistrates decided 
to activate their warrants 
and impose the sen¬ 
tences with immediate 
effect, giving custodial 
terms of 15, 14 and 13 
days respectively.

Teaching Americans that 
Wales is not part of England! 


RECENT speaker at 
Barry Men’s Forum, 
Mrs Audrey 

Griffiths, had a 
wealth of interesting 
stories to relate 
about her profes¬ 
sional life. 

She trained to be a 
tour guide in Wales and 
commenced taking par¬ 
ties of Americans around 
the country in 1986. 

In retrospect, this 
turned out to be a bad 
year to launch such activ¬ 
ities, for it was then that 
the USA bombed Libya 
and very few American 
tourists ventured from 
home at that time. 

Canadians, however, 
were more robust and 
they helped to keep the 
tourist industry running 
during those hard times. 
Eventually, things picked 
up and Mrs Griffiths 
soon had her hands full 
dealing, largely, with 
Americans who had 
Welsh ancestors. 

The majority needed 
help in finding the graves 
of dead great-grandpar¬ 
ents and did not always 
appreciate the difficulties 
when they came from a 
lineage named Jones, or 
Evans, or Jenkins! 

Audrey was invariably 
helped by the entity 
every village in Wales 
seems to possess, namely 
the local historian, and 
she discovered a copious 
supply of these helpful 


people everywhere. 

Evidently, most 
Americans know Wales 
through Welsh choirs and 
as the ‘land of song’. 
However, even those 
with recent Welsh ances¬ 
try fail to realise that 
Wales is an ancient coun¬ 
try which, while a con¬ 
stituent part of the United 
Kingdom, is NOT part of 
England. 

Evidently the Scots 
suffer the same fate in 
American eyes. Mrs 
Griffiths made sure that 
her charges went back to 
the States better educated 
than they were on arrival. 

On one occasion, 
Audrey was asked to 
escort a party of five 
Americans by train to 
Scotland. It was surpris¬ 
ing, she related, how 
lacking in confidence 
these travellers were 
when away from home. 

Going through the 
Potteries in Staffordshire, 
they were very discon¬ 
certed to see the kilns as 
they assumed they were 
nuclear power stations. 

The accident at Three 
Mile Island was fresh in 
their memory and they 
were afraid of a repeti¬ 
tion in the UK. 

Our speaker had one 
final recollection of 
Americans being 

shocked at the amount of 
litter on stations and 
trains over here. They 
were amazed to learn that 
there were purposely no 


litter bins around as these 
could have been used to 
harbour IRA bombs. 

Her clients had no idea 
that there were any 
bombings taking place 
on the UK mainland out¬ 
side of Ireland. 

Audrey now looks 
back on a hard working 
period in her life which, 
if it did nothing else, 
gave her the opportunity 
to stay in some wonder¬ 


ful and expensive hotels 
far beyond her normal 
reach. She informed 
members that there are 
more than 30 Cardiffs in 
the USA.

A MOTHER of four 
who became sexual¬ 
ly involved with a 
13-year-old boy has 
been jailed for 18 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Kerry Lee (25) 
allowed the teenager to 
become besotted with 
her, said Judge Keith 
Thomas. 

Lee of Maes-y-felin, 
Wildmill, Bridgend had 
been found guilty of four 
charges of sexual activity 
with the boy. 

Prosecutor, Marian 
Lewis, said the offences 
occurred in the Bridgend

area during a period of 
one week. 

The judge told Lee 
that she was well aware 
the boy had problems 
and was vulnerable. He 
was not going to school 
and had an attention 
deficit disorder. 

“You allowed him to 
become besotted with 
you and you encouraged 
his advances, kissing him 
passionately and giving 
him lovebites on his 
neck. 

“You intended having 


him in your bed and hav¬ 
ing sexual intercourse 
with him.” 

Lee had denied the 
charges and said the boy 
had lied. 

Defence counsel, 
Peter Davies, said: “Her 
capacity as a mother is 
unquestioned. She is well 
aware the court regards 
these offences as seri¬ 
ous.” 

At the time, he said 
that she was under pres¬ 
sure and acted out of des¬ 
peration. 


Lee, he added, had 
been abused from the age 
of seven. 

The impact on the vic¬ 
tim, said Mr Davies, was 
not likely to have lasting 
consequences. 

“It was not predatory 
abuse and she had not 
been ostracised by her 
immediate family. 

“The impact of the 
case on her has been pro¬ 
found. She is not a dan¬ 
gerous person.” 

She was ordered on 
release to register as a 
sex offender for 10 years 
and was disqualified 
from working with chil¬ 
dren. 


‘Sheep carcass’ mystery could 
end in court - council warns 


THE Vale Council’s trad¬ 
ing standards animal 
health officers are trying to 
discover the owner of 
sheep carcasses dumped on 
the banks of a local river. 

Officers have responded to 
complaints from the public 
regarding the incident but have so 
far been hampered by a lack of 
identification on the animals. 

Simon Wilkinson, principal 
trading standards officer for the 
council, said: “Officers have 
found a number of sheep carcass¬ 
es at Gigman Bridge, near 


Llantrithyd. The carcasses should 
be readily identifiable by the ear 
tags, which are a legal require¬ 
ment for such things as traceabil¬ 
ity for disease control. 

“In this instance the sheep’s 
ears have been cut off, making it 
hard for us to progress a criminal 
investigation. We are appealing to 
the farming community and the 
public to provide us with informa¬ 
tion about who is dumping these 
animals.” 

Animal by-products legislation 
lays down how carcasses must be 
safely and legally disposed of. By 
doing so, the risk of spreading 
disease or unfit meat entering the 


food chain can be controlled. 

Mr Wilkinson continued: 
“Trading Standards are concerned 
that the owners of these animals 
have no regard to the law. They 
have an unfair advantage over 
those who do dispose of dead ani¬ 
mals properly, they risk damaging 
the environment and are also 
increasing the risk of spreading 
disease. If we are able to identify 
those involved it is highly likely 
that the case will end up in the 
criminal courts.”

Waterfront. 

“I am pleased with 
the outcome,” said Dr 
Hicks after the meeting. 

“Members were 
unanimous in their sup¬ 
port and the members of 
the cabinet who were in 
attendance indicated 
their willingness to 
carry out the feasibility 
study. 

“I hope that they will 
now sanction this rec¬ 
ommendation next 
month so that work can 
begin in earnest into the 
viability of what we 
propose. 

“This would be a 
wonderful facility for 
the Vale and a boost to 
the council’s aspiration 
to increase tourism, as 
outlined in their corpo¬ 
rate plan.”

WATERFRONT 
DEVELOPMENT 
COULD LEAD TO 
2,400 NEW JOBS 


THE economic 
impact study com¬ 
missioned by the 
Barry Waterfront 
Consortium has 
revealed that its 
regeneration propos¬ 
als could lead to the 
creation of up to 
2,400 new jobs across 
south-east Wales, 
with almost two- 
thirds likely to be 
based in the Vale. 

The figures are part of 
a study by Nathaniel 
Litchfield and Partners, 
the consultants who 
recently produced the 
plans for an enhanced 
district centre that 
includes a new 4,000 sq 
ft community facility to 


be built alongside the 
main area of the scheme 
set aside for shops, bars, 
restaurants and offices. 

The social and eco¬ 
nomic benefits of the 
Waterfront proposals 
could include 700 new 
jobs created by employ¬ 
ers within the scheme, 
says the study. 

A further 800 direct 
and indirect jobs could 
also be created in the 
area as a knock-on effect 
of the development, with 
a further 900 direct and 
indirect jobs spread 
across south-east Wales 
as a whole. 

The figures exclude 
the additional construc¬ 
tion sector jobs that 
would be created if the 
scheme is given the go 


ahead - an estimated 
1,990 temporary jobs 
over a nine-year build 
period that could start as 
early as September. 

Consortium 
spokesperson Richard 
Keogh said: 

“We have always 
maintained that the 
regeneration of Barry 
Waterfront would be fan¬ 
tastic news for jobs in 
the area, but these fig¬ 
ures really highlight the 
importance of this 
scheme, particularly in 
the current economic cli¬ 
mate. 

“The sooner we can 
secure planning permis¬ 
sion for the project, the 
sooner these substantial 
economic benefits can be 
delivered.”

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OBITUARY: DICK RICHINGS 

Former police officer who 
became a national hero 


A FORMER police 
officer who retired 
to Porthcawl has 
died at the age of 96. 

But Chief Supt Dick 
Richings was no ordinary 
police officer - he was 
one of a very select band 
awarded the George 
Medal for bravery. 

He received his award 
for disarming a gunman 
in 1960 and he and his 
wife Wendy and daughter 
Myra made the trip to 
Buckingham Palace to 
collect the award. 

The incident took 
place in the main street of 
Tonyrefail and involved 
a man called Kenneth 
Stallard who was waving 
a double barrelled shot¬ 
gun while villagers 
watched from their 
upstairs windows. 

Richings and three 
junior colleagues con¬ 
fronted the man who had 
been arrested twice 
before and said he would 
not be taken again. 

Richings managed to 
pounce and grab the gun. 
Two further weapons 
were found including a 
screwdriver and a claw 


hammer and the man was 
arrested. 

He later smashed up 
his cell with a radiator 
pipe and he was finally 
restrained by three offi¬ 
cers and sedated. He was 
later sent to Broadmoor. 

Shortly afterwards, the 
Richings family were liv¬ 
ing above Penarth Police 
Station and were over¬ 
come by fumes. His 12- 
year-old son roused his 
father at 6am and Mr 
Richings managed to get 
downstairs before col¬ 
lapsing from the effects 
of carbon monoxide poi¬ 
soning. 

Mr Richings was bom 
in 1913 in Cardiff, where 
his father was a police¬ 
man. He joined the 
Grenadier Guards before 
becoming a police officer 
with the old Glamorgan 
Constabulary. 

During the war, he 
became a military police¬ 
man, meeting the King 
when some dead German 
soldiers were washed 
ashore at Battle in 
Sussex. 

He later rejoined the 
police and served in 
Aberdare, Llantrisant, 


Penarth and Neath before 
ending up as chief super¬ 
intendent in charge of the 
Bridgend division. 

He retired to 
Porthcawl and enjoyed 
gardening, surviving a 
triple by-pass operation 
at the age of 84. 

His wife died in 1991 
and he is survived by his 
son and daughter. An 
obituary on Ch Supt 


Richings was written by 
his friend Gwyn Petty of 
Danygraig and was pub¬ 
lished in the Daily 
Telegraph. 

Mr Petty said that Mr 
Richings was an out¬ 
standing police officer 
and his medal ranks only 
just below a Victoria 
Cross as far as bravery is 
concerned.

COMMUNITIES 
First projects 
being run in the 
Vale are carrying 
on as normal, 
despite a decision 
by the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government to 
halt all major new 
projects under the 
programme. 

The action of Social 
Justice Minister Carl 
Sargeant followed reve¬ 
lations about irregulari¬ 
ties at the Plas Madoc 
Communities First part¬ 
nership in Wrexham. 

There have also been 
critical reports into the 
entire flagship anti¬ 
poverty programme, 
because it has been 
accused of failing to 
produce the outcomes 
that had been planned 
for. 

So far, the pro¬ 
gramme has received 
£24 lm over the past 
eight years to spend in 


the most deprived com¬ 
munities in Wales. 

Mr Sergeant said that 
he needs to be assured 
that Community First 
Partnerships in Wales 
have robust financial 
management and gover¬ 
nance before he will 
commit any further sub¬ 
stantial funding. 

A spokesman for the 
Vale Council said that 
there are Communities 
First Partnerships in 
two areas of Barry - 
Castleland and 

Gibbonsdown and 

Court. 

Their funding has been 
approved until March 
31, 2012. 

The schemes in the 
Vale and Bridgend aim 
to encourage local peo¬ 
ple to become more 
involved in improving 
the areas in which they 
live and the prospects 
of the people who live 
there. 

They focus on com¬ 
munity safety; health 
and well being; educa¬ 


tion, skills and training; 
child poverty and the 
environment. 

The areas were iden¬ 
tified according to their 
ranking on an index of 
multiple deprivation 
established in 2000 and 
updated in 2005. 

A spokesman for 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council, 
which co-ordinates the 
schemes in the bor¬ 
ough, said that they are 
run according to the 
rules and guidelines set 
down by the Welsh 
Assembly Government. 

There are several 
Communities First 
schemes running in 
Caerau, Betws, 

Blackmill, Llangeinor, 
Wildmill, Marlas in 
Cornelly, Sarn and part 
of Brackla.

Melanie said: “It was 
a tremendous location to 
film. Everyone was 
extremely helpful and 
welcoming, and couldn’t 
have been kinder to the 
cast and crew.

Gavin and Stacey was 
Melanie’s first comedy 
series after a career that 
has mostly seen her 
playing more dramatic

years ago. 

Doctor Who and 
Torchwood are among 
the other recent shows to 
film scenes in the Vale, 
but it is Gavin and 
Stacey that has become 
synonymous with the 
county. So much so that 
visitors are regularly 
travelling from far afield 
to Barry Island to see the 
slots arcade where 
‘Nessa’ worked or to 
search for ‘Dave’s 
Coaches’.

Ramblers meander 
along past the 
Hearkening Rocks 


f | Lunch at Buck Stone. 



R ecently, 

an all-female 
group of 11 
Penarth and 
District Ramblers 
joined Joy, Bronte 
and Bracken on an 
overcast morning 
for the journey up 
to Christchurch in 
the Wye Valley and 
upon their arrival it 
was raining. 

However, as the group 
entered Highmeadow 
woods and followed the 
well worn track towards 
Symonds Yat east, it 
soon stopped. 

Yat Rock was their 
first stop for a visit to 
the viewing platform 
some 500-feet above the 
carboniferous limestone 
gorge and the winding 
River Wye on the 
Gloucestershire side, 
where there were rather 
misty views of the sur¬ 
rounding countryside. 

It is here that volun¬ 
teers from the RSPB 
keep a watchful eye on 
peregrine falcons nesting 
in the tall rocks between 
April and August. 

An early stop was 
made for coffee on the 
benches beside the shop 
and refreshed, the group 
continued their journey 


downhill towards the 
valley bottom. 

Walking alongside the 
fast flowing River Wye, 
the group reached the 
Biblins suspension 
bridge, erected across 
the river by the Forestry 
Commission and stopped 
to admire a huge clump 
of snowdrops on the 
river bank. 

Then, the long haul 
from the valley floor 
began as they climbed 
beside Lady Park Wood 
and made their way deep 
inside Highmeadow 
Woods. 

Joining part of the 
Wysis Way, the group 
paused on top of Near 
Hearkening Rock com¬ 
posed of old red sand¬ 
stone. It is said the rock 
derives its name as local 
gamekeepers used it as a 
listening post and obser¬ 
vation platform to catch 
night poachers in the 
wood - as the acoustics 
are said to be so good 
you can hear a whisper 
when all is quiet! Its sis¬ 
ter stone - Far 
Hearkening Rock lies 
down towards the river 
roughly opposite King 
Arthur’s Cave. 

A steep slope led 
them downhill where the 
path travels underneath 
Near Hearkening Rock 


MORE THAN 
JUST MONEY 


THE GEM recently 
carried a letter by 
the Conservative 
Parliamentary 
Candidate for 
Bridgend (CPCB) 
entitled ‘Low 
spenders on educa¬ 
tion’. 

There was insufficient 
information in her letter 
to validate the argument 
put forward by the CPCB 
that more money needs 
to be invested in 
Bridgend’s education 
service. 

The argument appears 
to be solely based on 
‘research carried out by 
the Welsh Conservative 
Party’ that revealed 
Bridgend ‘has one of the 
lowest spends in Wales 
on education per pupil’. 
The apparent interpreta¬ 
tion of this information 
by the CPCB is itself sig¬ 
nificantly flawed in sev¬ 
eral areas, including 
comparability, timeli¬ 


ness, and the lack of any 
assessment of economy, 
efficiency and effective¬ 
ness. 

Because an authority 
has a comparatively low 
spend does not mean it is 
inefficient or ineffective, 
and neither does it mean 
that it would necessarily 
benefit from an injection 
of more cash. 

Any service and func¬ 
tion will have several 
dimensions of perform¬ 
ance which an authority 
will seek to maximise 
and rationalise across 
competing demands on 
resources, including 
financial ones. 

Information should be 
fully understood before 
assumptions or conclu¬ 
sions are drawn. The 
notion that a person 
should be able to proper¬ 
ly use a piece of informa¬ 
tion without understand¬ 
ing is wrong.

which is huge and fur¬ 
ther downhill they 
reached the Suck Stone 
composed of conglomer¬ 
ate rock or pudding 
stone. 

Because of the lack of 
foliage in the wood, they 
had a good view of this 
single rock, which lies at 
an angle on the steep 
hillside and is said to 
weigh as much as 
14,000 tons. 

A flat, wide forestry 
track led them on to 
their second climb which 
passed the St John the 
Baptist Well, responsible 
for supplying water for 
the village of Staunton 
until piped water was 
introduced. 

Crossing the main 
road, the lane to houses 
was smothered with 
snowdrops, which are 
flowering later than nor¬ 
mal because of the bad 
winter weather. 

The last climb led 
them to the highest part 
of the walk and the Buck 
Stone, situated at 915 
feet with grand views of 
the Forest of Dean and 
Black Mountains, sadly 
obliterated behind a 
mist. Legend has it that 
it was used in Druid cer¬ 
emonies, but in 1885 
several vandals over¬ 
turned the rock and now 
it is static having been 
cemented in position. 

Having enjoyed a 
well-earned lunch, the 
group walked through 
Staunton, named ‘the 
place of stones’ by the 
Anglo-Saxons towards 
the tall spire of All 
Saints Church, along a 
bridle path and back into 
the wood. 

Eventually, they 
passed the Long Stone, 
said to have been a 
meeting place for local 
tribes, which dates back 
to the Bronze Age and 
followed quiet woodland 
paths back to 
Christchurch. 

Wear suitable cloth¬ 
ing, preferably boots and 
carry waterproofs, food 
and drinks. Some degree 
of fitness is required and 
if you are in any doubt, 
then please contact the 
walk leader for advice.

‘The free post-16 
transport needs 
to be guaranteed’ 


READERS will be 
well aware of the 
Vale Council’s plan 
to continue post-16 
school transport, 
against their offi¬ 
cers’ advice. 

The opposition was 
cross-party and I am 
sure was a significant 
influence. 

It is relevant, howev¬ 
er, to advise readers that 
the origins of this issue 
relate back to the new 
law on school transport 
drafted some 18 months 
ago. I had the privilege 
of leading on this for my 
party in the Assembly. 

At the time, I warned 
of the risk of the with¬ 
drawal of school trans¬ 
port, unless a specific 
obligation was written 
into the law. 

As a result, I tabled 
specific amendments 
that would have guaran¬ 
teed the transport for 
Post-16 pupils, as well 
as the funding for deliv¬ 
ery to all local authori¬ 
ties in Wales. 

Indeed, I worked 
closely with the Catholic 
and Anglican churches, 
who supported my 
stance, as well as with 
Welsh language groups. 

We were all disap¬ 
pointed, however, that 
Labour and Plaid AM’s 
specifically rejected the 
amendments to the legis¬ 
lation, citing cost and 


their opposition to faith- 
based schools as their 
reasons. 

In fact, one north 
Wales Labour member 
was disciplined by her 
party for supporting my 
view! 

Of course, the local 
AM’s current standpoint 
is welcomed, but action 
18 months ago would 
have prevented the threat 
to the service. 

Therefore, I hope 
readers will ask why 
Labour and Plaid mem¬ 
bers voted against an 
obligation at a Wales 
level, only to campaign 
in favour of it locally. 

Should anyone wish 
to see the voting record 
and their contributions to 
the debate and legisla¬ 
tion, then I would be 
more than happy to pass 
on the verbatim record. 

I therefore hope that 
such Assembly Members 
will support my requests 
to amend the legislation 
as I originally attempted. 

Without their support 
in the Assembly on this 
issue, we could well 
have similar threats at 
some stage in the future.

Louise said: “We 
would like to thank all 
the local businesses for 
their support by donating 
raffle and auction prizes, 
and also to everybody 
who attended the ball.” 

She continued: “We 
would also like to thank 
Julian Hitchcock and his 
team at the Bear Hotel 
for helping to make it 
such a lovely evening. 

“Finally, special 
thanks must go to Jayne 
James from the BBC, 
who hosted the event, 
and Phil Thomas, the 
auctioneer.”

KICK-ASS - DOES EXACTLY 
WHAT IT SAYS ON THE TIN! 


M atthew 

VAUGHN 
made his 
name as Guy 
Ritchie’s producer, 
helping to produce 
the director’s dou¬ 
ble whammy of 
Lock , Stock and 
Two Smoking 
Barrels and Snatch. 

Yet Vaughn always 
harboured ambitions of 
stepping behind the cam¬ 
era, and was given the 
opportunity to prove 
himself with Layer Cake 
in 2004. Aside from 
bringing Daniel Craig to 
the attention of the pro¬ 
ducers of a certain spy 
franchise, the film also 
showed that Vaughn was 
a more than capable 
director, taking a genre 
that had been well worn, 
ironically due to the suc¬ 
cess of the film he had 
produced, and reinvigo¬ 
rated it. 

Following that up 
with Stardust , an adapta¬ 
tion of Neil Gaiman’s 
novel, Vaughn again 
showed his directorial 
chops, and his third film, 
an adaptation of Mark 
Millar and John Romita 
Jr’s comic book, Kick- 
Ass, now hits cinemas. 

Aaron Johnson plays 
Dave Lizewski, a 
teenager who wonders 
why, given the world we 


live in today, there aren’t 
any superheroes on the 
streets. 

He becomes Kick- 
Ass, a superhero defend¬ 
ing the rights of ordinary 
citizens; but unlike the 
comic books, the crimi¬ 
nals he comes into con¬ 
tact with are of the real 
and dangerous kind, in 
particular Frank 
D’Amico (Mark Strong). 

However, the likes of 
Big Daddy (Nicolas 
Cage), Hit Girl (Chloe 
Moretz) and the shady 
Red Mist (Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse) are also 
on hand, as Dave sud¬ 
denly realises just what 
he’s gotten himself 
into... 

If you were to see 
Spiderman or Superman 
walking down the street, 
what would your first 
reaction be? Probably 
laughter, swiftly fol¬ 
lowed by the wonder¬ 
ment of why exactly 
somebody was dressed 
in spandex vowing to 
fight crime. 

It is this type of reali¬ 
ty that Kick-Ass takes 
place in, the real world 
where the concept of a 
man (or woman) dress¬ 
ing up to fight crime is 
as ludicrous as it seems. 

Yet Matthew Vaughn 
and co-writer Jane 
Goldman aren’t here to 
mock the world of the 
superhero - far from it; 


instead, it is a film that 
takes a loving look at the 
comic book genre, and 
pays attentions to the 
rules while simultane¬ 
ously prodding and pok¬ 
ing it, and it makes for 
an incredibly watchable 
and enjoyable film. 

By now everybody 
should be conditioned to 
know the rules of the 
superhero world. Watch 
Batman Begins, 
Spiderman, Iron Man et 
al and you’ll know how 
the story plays out; char¬ 
acter decides to right the 
wrongs of the world, 
gets a costume, learns 
life lessons along the 
way and overcomes the 
big evil before realising 
that this is just the start 
of a life fighting crime 
and bad guys. 

Kick-Ass doesn’t sub¬ 
vert this in any way, 
instead it is almost slav¬ 
ish to the format - Dave 
Lizewski is Peter Parker 
in all but name - but it is 
the reality the film is 
based in that gives it its 
edge. 

Just how does some¬ 
one go about fighting 
crime? Where do the 
outfits come from? 

These questions are all 
raised and answered 
early on in the film, and 
we get to see just how 
hard being a superhero 
can be.

Goldman’s script pays 
respect to Mark Millar’s 
comic book very much 
in the same way Zack 
Snyder brought 
Watchmen to the screen 
- all the detail is here, 
but it also adds more 
depth and detail, asking 
why people are so reti¬ 
cent to step in and act 
when things happen that 
shouldn’t happen - 
along with whether vigi¬ 
lante justice is a means 
to an end and the impact 
it has on both the vigi¬ 
lantes themselves and 
those closest to them. 

While not getting 
overtly deep, it is still 
highly commendable 
that themes like these 
are raised in what is a 
‘comic-book’ movie - it 
puts to shame some 
recent efforts that have 
bottled out of doing the 
same. 

Vaughn’s direction is 
exceptional here, and 
this is comfortably his 
most impressive outing 
yet. Taking his cue from 
the likes of Spiderman, 
the film is shot in the 
hues of the comic book 
world, Vaughn using the 
colours cleverly to recre¬ 
ate comic panels. 

He also uses comic 
strips to flesh out back- 
story and give the film a 
visual identity related to 
its genre origins. 

He knows his way 
around an action 
sequence as well, giving 
the film moments of real 
ingenuity to go with the 
shoot-outs and explo¬ 
sions - while the pacing 
of the film is perfect, 
Vaughn allowing the 
story to flow wonderful¬ 
ly- 

He also draws excel¬ 
lent performances from 
an eclectic cast, particu¬ 
larly Aaron Johnson in 
the lead. 

The English actor gets 
the accent perfectly, but 
more than that brings the 
character of Dave 
Lizewski to life with 
skill. Capturing the 
nerdish awkwardness of 
teen years with aplomb, 
he brings both an 
assured air and wonder¬ 
ful sense of innocence to 
the role, fleshing the 
character out excellently. 

With dependable s 
such as Nicolas Cage 
(with a understated turn) 
and Mark Strong (who is 
perfecting the art of vil¬ 
lainy with substance), 
along with youngsters 
such as Christopher 
Mintz-Plasse, Clark 
Duke, Evan Peters and 
Lyndsy Fonseca, the cast 
are incredible. However, 
the stand-out perform¬ 
ance by a country mile is 
Chloe Moretz as Hit 
Girl.

readers, who will no 
doubt flag this film up as 
corruption of youth. 
However, it is a turn of 
stunning maturity and 
chutzpah from the 
actress, whose butter 
wouldn’t melt 
demeanour is the perfect 
fit for the character. 

It is a performance 
that is far more than 
one-note, and, more 
importantly, works once 
the shock factor has run 
out. 

It’s a stand-out turn as 
much for the ‘what-did- 
she just-do/say’ factor, 
as it is for acting, but 
Moretz is the top of the 
chain in a cast that has 
no weak links at all. 

It is rare for a film to 
be unblemished, and no

Kick-Ass to be one of the 
most thrilling and excit¬ 
ing films in recent 
months. 

It is like the Ronseal 
of the movie world - a 
film that does exactly 
what it says on the tin! 

VERDICT - Less a 
deconstruction of the 
superhero genre, and 
more a film that places 
the genre into the real 
world, Kick-Ass is a film 
that succeeds on every 
level, from the smart 
script, to Matthew 
Vaughn’s excellent 
direction, and a cast that 
are incredibly strong. 

Those who think 
spending two hours with 
a film like this is a waste 
of time can opt for 
something less impres¬ 
sive; those who give 
Kick-Ass their attention 
will not be disappointed.

the peninsula it stands 
on.

How you can 
create your 
own website 


HOW many web¬ 
sites are there on 
the Internet? 
Nobody knows the 
answer because it is 
a moving target. 

More are set up every 
hour and some become 
obsolete. Estimates vary 
wildly and go up to 200 
million. Someone 
worked out an average 
of over 150 pages on 
each site. That means 
upwards of 20 billion 
web pages, and grow¬ 
ing! 

If you want your own 
website it is not going to 
make a lot of difference 
to the total, so go ahead. 

The club members 
heard previously that 
you need to be clear 
about why you want 
one; what you will put 
on it; who will your 
audience be and what 
should it look like. 

The club’s website 
www.penarthcomputer- 
club.co.uk contains 
link s for downloads of 
free software to enable 
you to create a simple 
website. Chris used the 
software to show how 
easy it is to use once 
you grasp the way all 
the pieces hang together. 

Set up a group of 
folders on your own 
computer within a folder 
such as My Website, to 
hold the resources and 
files that you want to 
use (the content can be 
few files to start with 
and more added later). 

The software helps to 
create the pages as you 
simply type in the infor¬ 
mation and save the 
pages to your Resources 
folder(s). These are your 
Local files, stored on 
your computer. 

As he created sample 
pages, Chris explained 
some of the website 
design ground-rules, for 


success. 

• Make life easy for 
the reader by establish¬ 
ing links for simple nav¬ 
igation between pages. 

• Always have a but¬ 
ton that allows the user 
to go back to the previ¬ 
ous page - or to your 
home page. If you forget 
this facility you will 
upset your visitor. 

• Keep the pages easy 
to read. 

• By all means use 
pictures, but be sure to 
reduce the file size to a 
sensible minimum to 
save time during the 
loading of the page. 
Casual visitors will not 
hang about. 

• Use a reasonably 
constant style of page 
layout. Visitors will get 
fed up with having to 
work out where every¬ 
thing is on each page 
and just give up. 

The pages can be 
viewed in your web 
browser and adjusted 
and improved before 
being uploaded to a web 
hosting service. 

To change something 
on your website simply 
edit your local files and 
upload the new version 
to overwrite the remote 
version. Try it. 

As Chris mentioned 
several times - you are 
not going to break any¬ 
thing. Honestly!
